In pausing through the streets of Now Or- 


leans the itranger is impressed by th* large 
number of colored girls and boys whom h* 
sees going to and from their schools. The 
schools for colored children ore very largel 
attended in New Orleans, and, as a rule, the 
pupils are said to be quite proficient in U 
rudimentary branches. They learn, to read 
write, and do "sums" in arithmetic quit* 
readily, but very few of them, I am toll 
exhibit any desire to climb the hill of know 
edge much higher. They are exceeding! 
anxious to learn—up to a certain point; bu 
when that point is reached they conaide 
themselves folly "educated," and, with rare 
exceptions, are not ambitious to explore th 
mysteries of science or wrestle with the class 
ics. But some of these exceptions are real] 
notable. At the Lelund university, anii 
stitutioa in the suburbs of the city, whic 
has an endowment out of the Peabody turn 
there are a number of attendants who bav 


in "yean ago, could neither read no 


writ* English, has not only acquired a JOCK 
knowledge of tbat tongue, but has als 
become highly proficient in Greet and Latin. 
I am told that be is familiar with a wic 
range of classical literature, and that he wi 
devote the remainder of his life to the teaoh 
Ing of the dead languages. 


Very few, indeed of the rising colored gen- 


tlemen in this city are growing up in abso- 
lute illiteracy. Tbe colored youth who can 
not read the daily newspaper, or write a let- 
ter to his "girl," finds himself a target fo 
the ridicule of his associates. The desire 
toescape the reproach ot being an "ujnoran 
nigger" leads many colored boys and girls tc 
study their readers and their spellers wb 
would otherwise neglect them, and thus a 
sense of pride rather than a thirst for tnow 
edge Induces them to put forth efforts tc 
keep pace with their more eager and arah 
tious companions. 


The little smattering of education which 


most of the colored youth of to-day are re- 
ceiving in tiie city—on the plantations the 
"nigger*" are not so forward—does not in al 
eases, I am told, hove a tendency to increase 
their Immediate usefulness to the com- 
munity. There is universal complaint to the 
effect tbat few colored women under S( 
make good aerrante. Tb* old and the mid 
die aged—tbosa who were bora in slaver 
and whose beads have not been turned b] 
"book larnin'"—ar» in great demand 
household work, because--so I was told by a 
New Orleans lady—they "know their places; 
understand their dutioa,and are not consume! 
by a devouring ambition to shine in the work 
of society and of letters. The colored female 
who is "educated,'' on tb* contrary,m prone to 
look upon household eerrioe u somewhat 
beneath her, and only accepts it as a dernier 
resort 8h» Is not anxious to excel in the 
art of cookery, or to gam a reputation as a 
waiter or a chambermaid. She demands 
special consideration 
from her employer 


upon the scor* of her attainment! and ac- 
complishments, and her object in life is to 
maka a "brilliant" matrimonial alliance, to 
rise in the social scale, and to become the 
heed of bar own establishment. Her ambi 
turn is Tery laudable, to-b» mire, and all that, 
but itie exceedingly inconvenient to those 
who sf» dependent upon her for tieir daily 
rations,

displaying an ambition to rise in life.

keep up their schools and help their churches 
and try to encourage them in all their efforts 
to better their condition.

Utilizing the Owl. 
[Scientific Anier.mn ] 


It is well know a that crown, buzzards 


ravens, and other similar birdi attack al 
owls, even the largest, in the day time, a. 
they are well aware that the bright dayligh 
blinds owls to such an extent that it is im 
possible fo. them to defend themselves, am 
for this reason the huntsman u<-es a cbamec 
owl for attracting crows and other birds tba 
he wishes to destroy 
Tha owl is chained on 


an upright post or rod provided with a 
crotch or platform on which the bird can sit 
This past or rod is connected with a rope 01 
chain passing over suitable pulleys aud ex 
tending to a hut, so that by pulling the rope 
or chain the support or platform on which the 
owl rests can be moved 
up or down 


thus causing the owl to move about, flap hii 
wings, and create a commotion to attract the 
other birds. A short distance from this pos; 
a low shanty or hut is erected, the side 
toward the past, on which the owl is chained, 
being provided with small openings, through 
which the barrels of the guns can be thrust. 
Tbe hut should be erected at the base of a 
large tree, as many birds of prey prefer to 
take a short rest before attacking their enemy, 
the owl 


A short time after the owl has been chained, 


it is surrounded by a flying mob that begins 
to bother and pester it. the large birds being 
very bold and audacious in their attacks. 
The hunter in the shanty or hut can take 
good aim, and kill a large number of birds 
in a very short time, for it seams that the 
killing of some of tha birds does not disturb 
the rest, and those dispatched by the hunter 
are immediately replaced by others.

lineal and Verdict. 


Ihe thorough thonghlessness, or 


more properly speaking, negligence 
and carelessness that city authori- 
ties of times display is well oslonlated 
to cause the taxpayer's hair to stand 
on end like quills upon the fretful 
porcupine. Here in Decatnr we have 
» striking illustration of careless offi 
ciala, but the public is not generally 
acquainted with the fact. The coun- 
cil is cumposed of ten solid, substan 
tial business men. who in persona) 
affairs have displayed sagacity and 
shrewdness that has in nearly every 
case acquired them a fair recom- 
pense. 
Generally speaking, they 


vince sufficient care in tuuuicipa, 
matters especially in minor details of 
city business, but in regard to the 
most important feature that comes 
under their jurisdiction, they dis- 
play a woeful want of judgment thai 
would almost be inadmiasable'onthe 
>art of a tea year-old boy. This 
Mature is the city finances and with 
mt dwelling on the present depleted 
condition of the treasury, and the in- 
debtedness the council has incurred, 
md winch has only baen restricted 
rom being larger, by law, we woulo 
ai te one instance of gross carelessness 
hat occurs at every regular meeting 
3sch month, claims aggregating 
S/.'OO and upwards are presented to 
he council. They are deposited ou 
he clerk's desk and in the regular or- 
ler of business, be takes them up 
and reads the names of the claimant 
nd the amount due him, together 
with the "0. K." of some aldnrman, 
x>lioeman or other city employe. Up- 
in a motion to allow the claim and 
draw a warrant for its payment, it is 
paid the next day. It is time a halt 
>e called in this erroneous way of do- 
ng business. The council has no 
right to accept and pay for goods in- 
ndiscriminately, merely on the rec- 
ommendation of an employe, who, in 
he first place, had no authority to 
mrchase them on his own rasponsi- 
)ility, even though they be for city 
use. There is a purchasing com- 
mittee in the council upon which this 
very dnty devolves, and upon the or- 
ler of some member of it only, should 
inrchaees be made. There isn't an 
ilderman in the council who would 
it in his private office and consent to 
pay a number of bills, even io small 
amounts, that had been incurred 
without his knowledge or order simply 
because one of his employes vouch - 


ed their correctness. He wonH 


>e more apt to "fire" an employe for 
assuming so much responsibility or 
make him pay for the goods himself 
Admitting that all city purchases 
were made by the proper committee, 
t is a grave mistake for the council 
o order their payment in the way 
bey do. Every bill should be hand- 
id in the night before the regular 
meetings, and each and every one 
hould be carefully audited by the fi- 
nance committee, which finding them 
correct should make out a full report 
and pay roll to be submitted to the 
council for approval. This would be 
rasinesa like and according to law. 
and the aldermen know it. for some 
lave made admissions that this char 
acter of business was being careless 
y handled. It would show the poo- 
>le that the finances of the city were 
>eing jealously guarded, instead of 
>eing more loosely handled than 
esolmions for a board crossing, or 
ssohnu lamp post. It is seldom 
hat a bill is referred to the finance 
Committee bnd a surprise when one 
eachea the council with its correct 
ness attested to by the signatures of 
he members of th 4 purchasing com- 
mittee. Both committees are abso- 
utely ornamental. How absurdly 
illy for business men to permit such 
hings. |We wonder they do not. 
>iush for shame when they meet a 
ftxosyer. Snch financial admmis- 
raHon would never have placed their 
respective businpss on a solid basis, 
ind what can they expect to acoom- 
phnh for tbe city if they continue 
mrsuing their present foolish jourae. 
Phey should call a halt at on on, and 
work a much needed reform in the fi- 
nancial management of this city.
